Both deſcended from ®* Zorobabe!, as the holy Euangeliſts 
haue recorded: from Dauid, 7udab, and Abraham, ® as Moſes and the Prephers haue ſpoken ; 
and Zewes;themſelues thus farre grant, that the Mrfgab ſhould be the Sore of a © Yirgin, her 
name Marie, and ſheeof 4 Beth-lehem, the davghter «f Ee, of the houſe of Zorobabel, and 
Tribeof 7ucah, Inall which, our Chriſt is manifeſtly deſign-d, and by thele tewes both ac- 
knowledged ro haue beene of the © bloud-roiall, and alſo recorded inthe number of thc 
Prieſts,in their pubike Regiſter at 7eryſalem,by this Title, IEsvs Tht SoNNEg Op Thx 
Living Gop, AnD Or Tut VirkGInN Maky. . Thus 1s he Dauids Sonne, and _.&4bro- 
bams Feire, in whom »l{the kindreds of theearth are bleſſed, * beeing the verie Imaze of 
the inuifible God, 8 the brightnesof the glorie, ani the ingraven forme of his 
perſon, in whom dwelleththe fulnes ofthe Goz-head bodily, and vato b 
whom bc aſcribedallglorie, * praiſe, wiſdome, thankes, _ oo 
power and might, for euermore, 
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Frona the preſence of Ifaak, Abraham ſent his ſons by Ce- 
tma,whereot Midizn was one, into the Exft, Gen, 25.6. From 
thence arc the Madianites, Indg. 6.3. And in the Eaff, Iob is 
the greateit,lob 1.3. He held the true worſhip of God, as did 
Raguel and Iethro, Exod.'18.rr, His ſtorie and afti'ctions are 
thought to be betore that Moſes penned the Law, eiſe had 
it not beene laufull for lim to: ſacrifice, In Egypt all had fin- 
ned, and were defied with the Idol: of that Land, Ezek. 20. 
8, Then did Satan accuſe the earth of impiety, yet Iob was 
iuſt, and knew that his Redeemer liued : andbelecued the Re- 
ſurrection to lite, Iob 19, 
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Itdah, thybrethren ſhall praiſe thee : thy tarthe: s ſonnes ſhall bow vnto 
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
